A reader asks whether kidneys, 
other than veal, may be used in the 


preparation of dishes fdr the. table.. 


The answer'js that lamb and ‘beef 
kidneys both may be used. As the 
first are large, they naturally take 
longer to cook and are generally 
sauteed and then allowed to sim- 
mer. Other kidneys may be broil- 
ed or sauteed and will cook in 
about ten minutes. 

To prepare kidneys, wash in cold 
water and remove fat and skin if 
this has not beer’ done by the but- 
cher. The beef kidneys are the 
better for soaking in salted water 
for an hour or so, after they have 


been split.. The others are general-. 


ly soaked for fifteen minutes or half

MICKEY WALKER, BOXING’S 


SQUAT, powerfully built fel- 
low, with a. wide mouth and 
laughing Irish eyes, is one of the 
ring’s undying characters. Known 
along Cauliflower Alley as Toy 
Bulldog, Mickey Walker was the 
welter and middleweight champion 
of the world. These laurels in 
themselves are sufficient claim to 
fame, but Mickey’s irrepressible 
antics out of the ring hit the head- 
lines as often as his greatest fights. 
The famous ‘Doc’ Kearns guided him 
to the middleweight title, and rarely a 
week passed without the pair of them 
being in the news.—Like the time 
Mickey turned a hose on Mae West in 
Hollywood, and the other occasion when 
he and Kearns, single handed, fought 
an entire Rugby football team. in a 
hotel £ And the time when they were 
involved in a fight in a high class res- 
taurant, and Kearns, by mistake, 
knocked out the mayor's wife ! 

But for all his high spirits, Walker 
was a murderous fighter, one of the 
greatest who has ever danced the can- 
vas, He was possessed of paralysing 
punching power. and he ruined the 
aspirations of Britain’s finest middle- 
weight, Tommy Milligan, when he 
knocked him out in London in nine 
rounds. oes 

One of Mickey’s toughest mills was 
his first attempt to gain the middle- 
mele t crown, meeting the great Harry 
Greb, who held the title, in a contest 
that is still talked of in New York. 

The battle started in uproar, as both 
Greb and Walker were late into the 
ring, and the fans became_ impatient. 
As the warriors entered, showers of 
beer and pop bottles poured on to the 
xing itself. At first the men thought 
they were the recipients of a tremen- 
dous ovation—until the bottles started 
flying. :
